Congressmen’s Statement

WASHINGTON, March 31 (AP) | 
— The United States has “an ade- 
quate supply” of atom bombs and 
is steadily making more, Congress 


members said today. 

They reported that this informa- 
tion came from David E. Lilien- 
thal, Atomic Energy Commission 
chairman, in secret testimony be- 
fore the House Appropriations 
Committee on Feb, 28. 

On the strength of Lilienthal’s 
statements, the committee yester- 
day recommended an additional 
$150,000,000 for the commission's 
work, the full amount asked. 

While committee members were 
réluctant to discuss Lilienthal’s 
testimony, they agreed with the 
statement of Representative Keefe 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, that “we have 
an adequate supply of bombs al- 
ready manufactured.” 

Figures Not Disclosed. 

They said they were not given 
any exact numbers and declined to 
Say where the bombs are stored 
and how big they are, 

“The conclusion I drew from the 
testimony,” Keefe said in an inter- 
view, “is that we are proceeding 
rapidly with development of the 
entire atomic energy program. I 
am satisfied that the atomic pro- 
gram is proceeding in the interest 
of the protection of America.” 

The new contract authority 
raises the total the commission 
has to spend in the current fiscal 
year to $659,091,863. 

Carroll L. Wilson, the commis- 
sion’s general manager, told the 
committee that most of the new 
funds will be “directed toward in- 
suring the continuity of produc- 
tion of fissionable materials, the 
fabrication of these into weapons 
and the conduct of research and 
development.” 

He told the committee also, 
without elaboration, that the mill- 
tary interest in the commission’s 
work goes far beyond atomic 
bombs.” And he said that atomic 
weapons production facilities, pre- 
viously centered at Los Alamos, 
N.M., are being dispersed and 
duplicate source weapon parts and 
assemblies are being built. 

Meanwhile, the chairman of the 
Senate-House Atomic Energy Com- 
mittee said today he believes that 
if war comes again this country 
should use the bomb with the aim 
of shortening the conflict and sav- 


ing lives.

He is leaving for Williamsburg 
tomorrow afternoon and on Friday 
will get an honorary degree from 
William and Mary College there. 
Ross said the board’s report would 
not be made public until “some- 
time after the President's return 
from Williamsburg” Saturday, 


Court Order Next Step. 

The next possible step under the 
Taft-Hartley taw's emergency 
strike procedures is a White 
House request to the Justice De- 
partment to seek a court order to 
end the strike, now in its seven- 
teenth day, . 

The fact-finding report was sub- 
mitted to Truman shortly after 
noon. Board Chairman Sherman 
Minton took it to the White 
House. With him were the other 
board members, Publisher Mark 
Ethridge of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal and Prof. George W. Tay- 
lor of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Under the Taft-Hartley labor 
act, the report had to be made 
before the Government could ask 
for a court order for John I. 
Lewis’s 400,000 miners to go back 
to work. , 


Job to Report Facts. 

The three-man inquiry board's 
job was merely to report the facts 
On the pension dispute which 
caused the strike, not to make any 
recommendation for settlement. 

The board had to turn to the 
courts in order to get Lewis be- 
fore it so that it eould get his 
side of the dispute to include in 
‘its report. . 
“The mine workers’ chieftain tes- 
tified yesterday under compul- 
sion,” 

If a court order should now be 
issued for the minérs to go back 
to work—and they refused—the 
union might be held in contempt. 

The miners defied a court order 
in 1946 and eventually were fined 
$700,000 for contempt. Lewis was 
fined $10,000 personally. 

Even as the report went to the 
White House, a bill was intro- 
duced in the House which would 
authorize anti-trust prosecution 
of John L. Lewis for striking the 
nation’s coal mines, 

The bill was introduced by 
Chairman Fred A, Hartley Jr., of 
the House Labor Committee. He 
is co-author of the Taft-Hartley 
law. 5 

The bill would term a concerte 
work stoppage against two or 
more employers a “monopolistic 
strike.” It could be prosecuted 
under the Sherman and Clayton 
‘anti-trust acts. 

Hartley explained that a simi- 
lar section was included in the 
labor bill he sponsored last year. 
It was deleted at the insistence 
of the Senate before the Taft- 
Hartley act was finally enacted.

MOUNTAIN GROVE, Mo., 
March 31—Ernest Afton Scott, 48- 
year-old farmer, surrendered to 
an officer of the Missouri State 
Highway Patrol here today and 
admitted killing his wife and Cir- 
cult Judge Charles H. Jackson, 
but said he did not know why he 

did it. 

His surrender ended an inten- 
sive man-hunt through rugged 
wooded areas surrounding this 
community in the heart of the 
Ozarks, 195 miles southwest of 
St. Louls. State patrolmen and 
deputy sheriffs of three counties 
started the search for Scott Mon- 
day evening, several hours after 
the shootings. 


When questioned briefly by Pa- 
trol Sgt, Earl Barkley here this 
morning, Seott said: “It seems 
like a eam. I can't ni 
thing that happened. Yes, I shot 
them, but I can’t realize I've done 
anything. I don’t know whil I 
did it.“ ‘ae 

Sought Fire to Get Warm. 


Scott was brought into City 
Hall here by Jennings Tucker, 
who operates a farm about three 
miles south of town on Little 
Creek road. Tucker said Scott 
came to his home about 10:30 
o'clock last night. 

“He was soaking wet and shak- 
ing with the cold,” Tucker said. 
“He told me he wanted to sur- 
render and asked me if I had a 
fire where he could get warm. 
He had no coat, I fixed the fire 
and after Scott got warm, I gave 
him a bed and told him I would 
bring him in this morning.” 
‘Sedtt’s deep-lined face was cov- 
ered with the stubble of a heavy 
black beard when he arrived at 
City Hall. His muddy shoes, blue 
denim trousers and black shirt 
appeared to be still wet from the 
steady rain that fell most of the 
time he was hiding in the woods 
around his 125-acre farm, nine 
miles southeast of here, As he 
answered the questions of Sgt. 
Barkley, he appeared very nerv-

The weather in March produced 
19 rainy days, eight that were 
partly cloudy and seven clear 
days, among other things. There 
were four thunderstorms and 
slightly more than the average 
number of winds. Biggest blow 
was registered March 19, day of 
the first tornadoes, when gusts 
blew from the south at 47 miles 
an hour. On March 26, when the 
next tornado struck, the strongest 
gusts in St. Louis moved at a 27- 
mile-an-hour clip, Wahlgren said. 
Precipitation for the month was 
5.3 inches, 1.92 above normal. 

April, famed for showers that 
bring spring flowers, is another 
fairly unpredictable month in St. 
Louis, the weatherman said. In 
1930, for example, the mercury 
rose to 93 on April 10, but April 
8, 1936, produced a temperature 
that rose no higher than 20.

WASHINGTON, March 31 (AP) 
Henry A. Wallace came to town 
yesterday and fired both barrels 
‘at the Government's “stop Russia” 
Policy. There is no sign today, 
however, that he switched any 


votes in Congress on the issues of 
a draft and universal military 
training to back up United States 
resistance to Russia. 

Chairman Gurney (Rep.), South 
Dakota, of the Senate Armed Serv- 
ices Committee remarked: 

At is evident Congress will pass 
some form of selective service 
and may adopt a universal mili- 
tary: training program.” 

For two hours and 58 minutes 
yesterday Wallace, former Vice 
President and third party candi- 
date for President, held the Wash- 
ington spotlight as the star wit- 
ness against America’s military 
plans. He spent almost 45 min- 
utes reading a bitter attack 
against President Truman’s poll- 
cies which he said were leading 
this country toward war. 

Then for more than two hours 
he faced a barrage of questions 
from members of Gurney’s com- 


More than 400 persons jammed 
into the hearing “room. Other 
hundreds were anable to get past 
the guards. The audience was 
quiet and intent—but gave no 
sign either of sympathy or hostil- 


ity. 

Questioning by Senators. 
After Wallace’s prepared broad- 
side at the Administration’s poli- 
cies at home and abroad, ques- 
tioning by Senators brought out 
these Wallace viewpoints: 

1, Our leaders should meet as

REYNOLDS QUEST

Expedition Called Off When 
Mishap Damages Plane 
at Shanghai.

PEIPING, March 31 (AP)—Mil- 
ton Reynolds canceled his ex- 
pedition to find a mountain higher 
than Everest less than half a 
minute after it started today.

Finally, Tobey asked Robertson 
to meet within the next two days 
with Taft and Senator Joseph 
McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, and 
Ralph Flanders (Rep.), Vermont, 
to bring Robertson up to date on 
the provisions of the bill. 

Robertson, who had said he was 
“no expert” on housing matters, 
had urged that the amendments 
prepared by Senator Flanders to 
revise the T-E-W bill in the light 
of present conditions, be referred 
to a subcommittee for study. This 
would have meant more delay in 
consideration of housing legisla- 
tion. 

Instead, Tobey said he was de- 
termined to drive for early action 
by the committee, possibly by the 
end of this week. He and Taft 
agreed there was no necessity for 
prolonged study of the Flanders 
amendments. 

Taft said there were several 
points in the Flanders amend- 
ments, which resulted from a 
study made by the joint Senate- 
House Committee on Housing, 
that the Senate Banking Commit- 
tee ought to consider before it 
passed on them, but in general 
he thought they were acceptable. 

“I think the committee might 
have, maybe, a half-dozen votes 
on matters of policy and then re- 
port the bill out,” he said. 


Slum Clearance Features. 


The slum clearance and public 
housing features of the bill as 
revised by Flanders were, Taft 
thought, an improvement on those 
contained in his bill. The prin- 
cipal difference is that in slum 
clearance the amendments pro- 
vide for an outright grant of fed- 
eral funds to municipalities, in- 
stead of annual contributions, as 
in the T-E-W bill. 

Both versions have as an ob- 
jective construction of 500,000 pub- 
lic housing units in the next five 
years, but Flanders has proposed 
certain safeguards to make sure 
that these would be available only 
to the lowest income group. 

Robertson’s insistence on talk- 
ing about public housing left 
scant time to consider the other 
features of the bill. Public hous- 
ing is but a small part of its 
objective—500,000 dwellings in five 
years as against an over-all tar-

Pickets this afternoon began 
circulating outside 70 Pine street, 
which houses some of the larger 
brokerage firms. They passed out 
circulars which read: “Brokerage 
employes in this building be ready 
for a general strike of all Wall 
Street and the entire financial 
district.” There have been no 
walkouts yet at brokerage houses.

BILL IN U.S. HOUSE 
BARS EXPLOITATION 
OF LAND AND WATER 


WASHINGTON, March 31 (AP) 
A national land policy to stop 
“carelessness and exploitation” in 
the use of soil and water re- 
sources was proposed in a bill in- | 
troduced by Chairman Hope 
(Rep.), Kansas, of the House 
Agriculture Committee yesterday. 

It would set up a long-range 
program of assistance to farmers, 
including cash payments, to con- 
serve food-producing soils, 


Hope said the United States “is 
approaching a point where it will 
be unable to feed and clothe the 
people properly. . . unless we es- 
tablish a national land policy.” 

The bill proposes the creation 
of an agriculture resources ad- 
ministration in the Department 
of Agriculture, merging federal 
agencies dealing with soil re- 
sources and co-ordinating work 
with states and local govern- 
ments. 


It would authorize the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture to make a 
complete conservation inventory 
of the nation’s agricultural lands 
as a guide for land use.

FINNS SUSPECT COMMUNIST 
INFILTRATION OF POLICE 


Red Interior Minister 


Must Answer to Par- 


liament on Subject When He 
Returns From Moscow. 


By EDWIN SHANKE 


HELSINKI, March 31 (AP)— 
Rightists in Parliament and the 
Finnish press voiced criticism to- 
day of Finland's Communist In- 
terior Minister. They suspect he 
has infiltrated the country’s police 
force with Communists. 

The Interior Minister, Trio 
Leino, is now in Moscow as a 
member of a seven-man Finnish 
delegation sent to negotiate a 
friendship and miiltary pact with 
Russia. He must answer the 
charges before Parliament when 
he gets back. 

There has been no announce- 
ment either here or in Moscow as 
yet concerning conclusion of ‘the 


Stalin. 
sources said President Juho K. 
Paasikivi lead- 


summoned p 
ers in Parliament to meet with 
him this afternoon, Informed 
sources say the President has the 
broad outline of what the Rus- 
sians want, and is drawing up 
new instructions for the delega- 
tion in Moscow, aimed at meeting 
Russia's requests and still keeping 
Finland outside big-power con- 


Molotov Gives Party. 

Moscow dispatches said Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
gave a lavish cocktail party for 
the Finnish delegation last night. 
Molotov was described as even 
more affable than usual, smiling 
broadly as he led his guests to 
the three banquet rooms where 
sausages, fish, caviar, cheese and 
fruits were available with the 
wine. 


Meantime, Finns focused atten- 
tion on what the press calls the 
question of “the Communists and 
the police.” Parliamentary leaders 
of all parties to the right have 
asked the Government what it is 
doing to halt alleged recruiting of 
Communist-minded persons for the 
secret police, the mobile corps and 
other vital police branches, and 
the assignment of police powers to 
private persons. 

In presenting the question, the 


deputies said they had in mind 
the recent events in Czechoslo- 
vakia. Hertta Kuusinen, Leino’s 
wife and one of the leaders of the 
Communist party in Finland, said 
in a speech last week: 


“Finland must follow the same 
road as Czechoslovakia.” 

Responsible Finnish sources 
claim that Leino, who has been 
running the Interior Ministry for 
three years, has completed a thor- 
ough reorganization of his de- 
partment, bringing in men he 
deems reliable.“ 


Warning to Finns. 


The conservative newspaper 
Kauppalehti commented that when 
the Communists took over in 
Czechoslovakia the police played 
a prominent role. Finland, the 
paper said, had better watch out. 


The paper estimated 10 per cent 
of Helsinki’s police force stands 
“close” to the Communists, and 
that the leader of the mobile 
police force in Helsinki, which 
corresponds to a state trooper 
force in the United States, is an 
active Communist. Kauppalehti 
also put the finger on 3000 men 
in the auxiliary police, 500 of 
them in Helsinki, 

Aarne Wirta, commander of 
the mobile police force for Fin- 
land as a whole, denied parlia- 
mentary charges that his organi- 
zation was trying to recruit only 
men with Communist views. 

(The International News Serv- 
ice quoted an anonymous West- 
ern diplomat as saying Russia has 
four motorized divisions strate- 
gically poised to back up Soviet 
pressure on the Scandinavian 
countries.

Announcement Made at Meet- 
ing of National Catholic 
Resettlement Council. 


A survey to ascertain the num- 
ber of homes and jobs available in 
the St. Louis archdiocese for dis- 
placed persons in Europe will be- 
gin early next week, it was an- 
nounced yesterday at a meeting 
of the National Catholic Resettle- 


ment Council at Hotel Sheraton. 

The council is an organization 
of bishops and representatives of 
clerical and lay organizations 
from all sections of the United 
States under the leadership of 
Archbishop Joseph E. Ritter of 
St. Louis. Its purpose is to obtain 
passage of legislation to permit 
displaced persons to come to the 
United States and to find employ- 
ment and living quarters for 
them. 

Many pastors will discuss the 
resettlement problem at services 
next Sunday, Msgr. Rudolph B. 
Shuler, diocesan resettlement di- 
rector said, and appoint commit- 
tees to poll parishioners to de- 
termine existing facilities for 
homes and jobs for refugees. 

A bill pending in Congress would 
admit 100,000 displaced persons in 
the next two years, Msgr. Edward 
E. Swanstrom of New York, ex- 
ecutive director of the war relief 
services of the National Catholic 
Welfare Council, said. More than 
50,000 persons ‘already have an- 
nounced they have jobs and homes 
for refugees, he said. 

The proposed legislation pro- 
vides that 50 per cent of the re- 
fugees shall be skilled in agricul- 
tural labor, he said, Farm labor- 
ers can be more easily housed in 
rural areas where the housing 
shortage is not acute, he explained. 

The council also approved a pro- 
posal made last week by Senator 
Langer of North Dakota that the 
approximately 6,000,000 persons of 
German ancestry who were ex- 
pelled from Poland, Hungary, 
Yugoslavia and Rumania under

HE next move in the Soviet 
war of nerves against Iran ap- 
pears to be up to the United 
States, To the strong Soviet note 
of last week which again invoked 
the treaty of 1921 against the con- 
tinued presence in Iran of Ameri- 
can military missions, the Iranian 
Government has _ replied that 
Iran’s use of foreign advisers is 
but “a continuation of Iran’s pol- 
icy of safeguarding its own in- 
terests. Iran denied any ill will 
toward Russia, but said good will 
ought to: work both ways. Noth- 
ing the Iranians can say, however, 
is likely to change the situation. 
ation, 
The Soviet Union has made it 
clear that it will consider contin- 


The 


ued American military assistance 


to Iran “as directed against the 
Soviet Union” and, therefore “con- 
trary to good neighborly relations 
as provided in the Iran-Soviet 
treaty of 1921.“ 


Although the Soviet note con- 
tained neither specific demands 
nor specific threats, it implied 
and indeed was taken by the 
Iranians to imply—that the Soviet 
Union will henceforth consider it- 
self free to intervene in Iran to 
prevent American military mis- 
sions from carrying out their pur- 
pose, 

That purpose, of course, is to 
prevent the Soviet Union from do- 
ing precisely what it now hints it 
intends to do—namely to force the 
unfortunate Iranians to live up to 
Russia’s well-known definition of 
a good and subservient neighbor. 

The influential nationalist news- 
paper Atesh, believed to represent 
the views of both the Shah and 
the army, has suggested that the 
only thing Iran can do to protect 
its sovereignty is to repudiate the 
treaty of 1921. 

Russia Gave Up Oil Interests. 

The treaty was signed at a time 
when a weak Soviet Government 
was giving up its commitments all 
over the world in return for the 
best conditions it could get. 

In Iran’s case, Russia surren- 
dered its valuable financial and 
oil distributing interests on condi- 
tion that Iran remain a “friendly 
power.” 

Considering the present-day 
strength of the Soviet Union, the 
treaty constitutes, in spite of its 
wording, an unanswerable weapon 
in the hands of a strong and ty- 
rannical power.

New OPA Talk 

It has ‘been less than two years since OPA was 
prematurely destroyed, yet important voices are 
now calling for its restoration, at least on a 
stand-by basis. 

Charles E. Wilson, head of General Electric 
Co., says the cost of rearmament, universal 
training and selective service—all necessary be- 
cause of the critical world situation—might 
pinch to a point where wartime controls would 


be necessary. 


Earlier this week, Bernard Baruch told the 
Senate Armed Services Committee what a mobil- 


nation plan should cover. One of the most im- 


portant parts of the plan is “a ceiling over all 
prices, wages and rents.” Mr. Baruch is in favor 
of immediate enactment of a mobilization plan, 
to be ready for use when proclaimed by the 
President with congressional concurrence. 

If the worsening world situation brings forth 
these suggestions for a return of wartime con- 
trols, it is also true that their too-hasty removal 
has plunged this country into a dangerous infla- 
tion. Even if new and staggering armament 
costs were not in the offing, prudence would 
counsel consideration of strong anti-inflation 
measures. . 

It was argued against OPA that it was a gi- 
gantic bureaucracy, and that’s a| smear word to 
a lot of Americans. Naturally, it required many 
persons to administer price ceilings. It was ar- 
gued against OPA that it gave rise to a black 
market. That is true. . 

Yet the facts and figures show that OPA was 
worth what it cost in administration. The price 
level throughout the war was remarkably stable 
compared with the price levél since controls 
were removed. OPA saved the American people 
many billions of dollars. And instead of the 
black market, we now have the gray market in 
steel and other products. 8 

The pinch of increasingly rising prices has 
caused the income of the average man to 
dwindle alarmingly, and caused labor to de- 
mand higher and higher wages. These condi- 
tions are going to be aggravated as we finance 
the Marshall plan and do the other things neces- 
sary to preserve the nation’s security. 

No one likes controls. They are very un- 
pleasant things. Yet the removal of controls 
from wages and prices has not produced the 
magical results claimed by professional free- 
enterprisers. Quite the contrary. 

Congress was not impressed by President 
Truman’s 10-point anti-inflation program. It has 
done little or nothing to implement that pro- 
gram. But the time is coming—as Messrs. Wil- 
son and Baruch warn—when Congress is going to 
have to do some heavy thinking and fast acting 
to stabilize the nation’s economy. 
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Against Aid to Spain 
The House of Representatives hardly added to 
the symmetry of American foreign policy when 
it voted, 149 to 52, to invite Spain to join in the 
benefits of the Marshall plan. The vote was one 


of those impulsive, ill-considered things that. 


sometimes happen in the House, and that make 
other governments wonder a bit about our er- 
ratie ways. 5 

Its sponsor, Wisconsin’s bothersome O’Konski, 
and a few others stampeded the House into this 
misguided gesture toward the only surviving 
partner of Hitler and Mussolini in Europe. It 
was juickly pointed out that the State Depart- 
ment is against aid to Spain under present con- 
ditions. And it is not likely that the Senate will 
join in this piece of foolishness. | 

After all, the United States used its influence 
to keep Franco Spain out of the United Nations. 
Following a U.N. call for a diplomatic boycott of 
the usurper, Washington withdrew its ambas- 
sador from Madrid. Further, our charge d’af- 
faires has told Franco’s foreign minister that, if 
Spain wants to join the fellowship of the West, 
some changes will have to be made. This is a 
democratic fellowship, and the 16 Paris nations 
have made it clear that there is no place in it 
for the survivor of the dictators’ league. 

It is true that the Axis has dropped out of the 
picture as the arch foe of the democracies. But 
its brand of totalitarianism is just as hostile as 
the Communist variety with which they are cop- 
ing today. Your enemy's enemy is not neces- 


sarily your friend. 
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A Missourian in Ancient Greece 

Mr. Truman gave forth with some learned dis- 
course on Greek history in his speech to the 
Greek-American Order of Ahepa. He spoke of 
Aristides the Just, and of Alcibiades, whom he 
called “the greatest demagogue of all times.” 

There’s no mistaking who the President meant 
to point out as the present-day American Alcibi- 
ades—Henry Wallace. The question is, who did 
he have in mind when he described Aristides? 

“He was a great administrator and a good ex- 
ecutive and he was called the Just. But they 
ostracized and banished him,” the President said. 

When a candidate for public office makes a 
speech we usually know that when he refers to 
good he means. himself and his side, just as, 
when he refers to evil, he means his opponent 
and his side. 

But we'd hate to think Mr. Truman has that 
high an estimate of himself, or that low an esti- 
mate of his chances—so we just dunno,

The Army has just rapped Gen. MacArthur 
As a result of his rows with 
correspondents in Tokyo, it has been announced 
that press credentials henceforth will be issued 


in Washington and not in overseas headquarters. 


Also, credentials will be withdrawn only by the 
Pentagon. Any field commander who has a 
gripe will have to send it along for action. 

Considering Gen. MacArthur's presidential 
ambitions, he should have known better than to 
get into a jam with the press and radio. It 
just was not politic. But it is as well he raised 
the issue. The American people have the notion 
that they are entitled to know how their hired 
hands are carrying on, even if these happen to 
be five-star generals. And it’s a sound notion 
even if it does not always jibe with some com- 
mander’s ideas of his own dignity and authority. 

Such a man, of course, is entitled to respect 
and fair treatment. But when there is a clash. 
between a soldier's sense of the proprieties and 
public information, the decision had better not 
be in his hands. Military security in time of 
war is one thing. Military punctilio in peace- 
time is something else again. 

As a matter of fact, one wonders whether the 
‘Pentagon is not over-reaching itself when it 
claims the right to “disaccredit” a correspondent 
for anything other than violation of the Army's 
security regulations, For instance, it claims the 
right to send a man home for “personal miscon- 
duct of a moral or criminal nature,” or for “vio- 
lation of journalistic codes and standards,”

Is Missouri going to ignore a definite trend of. 


the times and appropriate $400,000 to erect a 
new building for a separate law school for 
Negroes? 5 

That mistake will be made if the State Senate 
and Gov. Donnelly follow the action of the 
House in approving the appropriation of $400,000 
to buy a site and build such an institution in St. 
Louis. It is to be hoped that the Senate will 
strike the proposal on the grounds that it would 
freeze an unwise policy. In any event, the Gov- 
ernor will have the opportunity to use discretion 
in the public interest when he goes over the 
many items of the omnibus bill. 

The vote of 79 to 0 in the House reflects, more 
than anything else; the failure of the Board of 
Curators of the University. of Missouri to give 
the Legislature guidance on this matter. Lack- 
ing guidance, the House members approved the 
appropriation since it came to them recom- 
mended by the Lincoln University authorities. 

If this appropriation becomes law and the 


‘school is built, Missouri will be less progressive 


than Oklahoma, six of whose university deans 
have already recommended officially to their 
regents that Negroes be admitted to Oklahoma's 
state-supported graduate and professional 
schools. If this school is built, Missouri can 
look to the day when it will be confronted with 
decisions as to separate schools in medicine, en- 
gineering and other professional and graduate 
studies. 

If the State of Missouri has $400,000 to spend 
on education for law in this state, it should go 
to the Law School at Columbia, with its benefits 
to be shared by all law students who elect to 
use state facilities for their education. It cer- 
tainly should not be used for a small number, 
shut away from the main stream of legal educa- 
tion in this state. ; 

This is a matter in which the administration 
of the University of Missouri should be deeply 
interested as a matter of justice and sound edu- 
cational policy. Yet not a peep has come from 
President Middlebush or the deans of ‘the col- 
leges at Columbia—not a peep that has reached 
this far. Neither have the members of the 
Board of Curators taken.any stand. Are they 
for setting up an entire series of separate pro- 
fessional schools for Missouri Negroes at ex- 
travagant cost and with lesser educational op- 
portunities? 

The curators have kept their silence too long. 
Where do Guy A. Thompson and Roscoe Ander- 
son of St. Louis stand? Is Allen McReynolds of 
Carthage for spending four times as much to 
educate a Negro for the law. as to educate a 
white student? The other curators are David 
W. Hopkins of St. Joseph, Harold J. Moore of 
Brookfield, Frank C. Mann of Springfield, Strat- 
ton Shartel of Kansas City, Frank Stonner of 
Jefferson City and John H. Wolpers of Poplar 
Bluff. Are they willing to have this decision go 
by default? 

There may not be time enough to halt the ap- 
propriation in the Senate, but there is ample 
time for President Middlebush and the State 
University curators to give the Governor guid- 
ance. A forthright expression of willingness to 
admit qualified Negroes to the law school at Co- 
lumbia would change this situation overnight. 
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Times-Dispatch’s One-Blow Victory 

Virginia’s irate legislator who put through the 
resolution to “investigate” the Richmond News- 
papers, Inc., owner of the Richmond Times- 
Dispatch, is now ready to back out, The spon- 
sor, Samuel W. Swanson, says that his resolution 
has “aroused some apprehension lest it open the 
way for punitive. investigations in retaliation for 
political differences.“ Delegate Swanson says 
this was not his “purpose,” so he now asks the 
State Corporation Commission to hold up the in- 
quiry until it comes into possession of informa- 
tion which requires action “‘on its own initiative 
under existing laws.” 

Since the investigation was ordered in anger 
after the Delegates had been criticized for vot- 
ing themselves an expense bonus and for other 
acts, its sponsor has disowned precisely what he 
set out to accomplish, In other words, his in- 
vestigation has blown up. A gag on the press 
has no place in this country and one is doubly 
out of place in Virginia, where the Bill of Rights 
was born. The Times-Dispatch hit the proposed 
intimidation hard enough to collapse it with the 
one editorial, That is the way to guard freedom 
of the press. :

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The County Library Issue 


Now that the St. Louis County Library is well- 
established and has made itself exceedingly use- 
ful both to adults and children, its chances for 
survival are good. 

An election, forced by the library's opponents, 
will be held in counfy school, districts April 6. 
This will be its third popular test. The library 
district was established in April 1946. It staunch- 
ly withstood a challenge in April 1947. If 
the library wins again next week, its permanence 
will no doubt be taken for granted. But if the 
vote is adverse, large sections of the county 
once more will be without library service. 

In the past year. the St. Louis County Library, 
according to official figures, has lent more than 
400,000 books; registered 36,000 library users; 
purchased and placed into use more than 80,000 
new books. It has installed booketerias in 24 
communities. Stewart Smith, head of the county 
library, originated the booketeria idea in Lin- 
coln, Nebr., when he was library director there. 
It operates on a self-service basis, permits users 
to select their own books, charge them, return 
them, and compute and pay their own fines. 

Another very effective idea is the use of the 
bookmobile, by which books are transported to 
schools throughout the county, and childrefi are 
permitted to make their own choices and to re- 
turn books on the spot. Theré have also been 
established 16 weekly full-day trailer stops for 
the convenience of adults. 

In 1947, the county library tax of 10 cents per 
$100 valuation of property produced revenue of 
$162,532.80, which will be spent in the calendar 
year 1948. According to a computation made by 
the library, this amounts to an average tax of 
8744 cents per person per year. Is this too much 
to pay for the incalculable educational, inspira- 
tional and entertainment values of a library 
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Art is an aid in living, says a New York art 
director.

It has finally dawned on Washington that partition can come only 
by force, says editorial; since the United States is not likely to send 
troops and since Britain can't afford to keep them there, it looks 
like bloody settlement between Jew and Arab; one possible escape.

Slowly but inexorably the facts about 
Palestine’ are exerting their pressure in 


Washington. The fact that partition can | 


be imposed only by force has been fought 
against for many wasted months, but it is 
now accepted., So, at last, is the fact that 
Britain will not obligingly supply the 
force, If, therefore, 
partition is to go 
through, either the 
United States must 
itself provide the 
troops, or else it must 
face all the problems 
of creating an inter- 
national army, which 
might have a Russian 
component and would 


- certainly contain 


many Communists. 
Neither alternative is 
acceptable.

The abandonment of partition represents 
an American concession to reality. The 
same can hardly be said of the proposal 
that the United Nations should take over 
the mandatory’s task. The imposition of 
trusteeship is now as unacceptable to Arab 
and Jew as the imposition of partition. 


The Facts as They Are 


The Jews have prepared their plans for 
announcing the creation of a Jewish state 
on May 16—the day after Britain formally 
abandons the mandate—and-the Arabs will 
continue to attack the state, whether or 
not a perplexed and helpless United Na- 
tions commissioner sits in some heavily de- 
fended corner of the King David Hotel, 

The only condition in which a trustee- 
ship could now be maintained would be a 
readiness of the British Government to 
keep its troops in Palestine and main- 
tain internal,security after May 15,. There 
is no time to do anything else—so that new 


‘trusteeship is merely old mandate writ 


large. But Mr. Creech Jones has left the 
world in no doubt about Britain’s deter- 
mination to abandon sole responsibility for 
Palestine in May. 

It is time surely to look at the situation 
in Palestine squarely, without any form of. 
words designed to mask the ugly reality. 
There can now be no settlement in Pales- 
tine of any kind except by force. When 
the British withdraw, the Arabs and Jews 
will fight it out. 


Some observers are not too perturbed at 
this. They argue that the only way in 
which Arab and Jew can ever approach a 
settlement is for each side to be compelled, 
by the irrefutable evidence of war, to aban- 
don its extremer claims. They believe that 
prolonged fighting will leave the Jews with 
a small area along the coast where their 
sovereignty will be unchallenged, while the 
Arabs will be in control everywhere else. 


Cold-Blooded Realism 


This situation will compel the Jews to 
abandon their claim to control all Palestine 
(and even more), while the Arabs may be 
persuaded to accept a partition they know 
they. cannot overthrow by force, At that 
point a settlement might be reached. 


Anglo-American opinion is not likely to 
accept easily the cold-blooded realism of 
this approach, What has already happened 
in Palestine is proof enough of how pitiless 
and horrible the war between Arab and 
Jew would be, and anyone with a spark of 
humanity left in him will recoil horrified 
from the possibility that the Jewish peo- 
ple, already decimated by the Nazis and 
loaded with the persecution of centuries, 


should now, in the land they hoped to make 
their own, be exposed to new violence in 
a war they cannot win, J 


This purely disinterested and humane re- 
action is reinforced in the case of Britain 
and ‘America by the realization that Pales- 
tine lies dangerously near the front line be- 
tween Russian and Western interests in the 
Middle East and that nothing ren in- 
tervention so inviting or so possible as the 
existence of a bitter civil war. It there 
were any feasible alternative to accepting 
the arbitrament of war in Palestine, the 
Americans and the British would have the 
most compelling reasons for adopting it. 


New York Politics 


Is there such an alternative? In the past 
the difficylty has lain not only in the divi- 
sion of opinion between Arab and Jew, 
but in the inability of the British and Amer- 
ican Governments to agree even in princi- 
ple. President Truman’s retreat from par- 
tition suggests that he has now abandoned 
the attempt to conduct American policy as 
though Palestine were a Zionist ward at- 
tached to New York State, But it gives no 
hint whether he has also abandoned the 
adjunct. of - partition—unlimited immigra- 
tion for the Jews. 


If the President is ready to accept the 
reality of Arab opposition not only to par- 
tition but to mass immigration as. well, it 
is possible to believe that the British and 
American Governments together in an 
earnest effort to: reach agreement could 


_evolve a joint policy, at least on paper. 


It might take the form of creating a sep- 
arate Jewish canton or state in a federal 
Palestine, in an area smaller than that 
proposed by the United Nations Commis- 
sion, but larger than the area the Jews 
would be likely to retain after an Arab- 
Jewish war. It might also be possible to 
lessen the opposition of both sides by of- 
fering the Jewa alternative possibilities of 
immigration for their unhappy displaced 
persons in Europe (the passage of the 
Stratton bill would be a helpful American 
contribution) and by assuring the Arabs of 
economic assistance. 

Any scheme must be initiated before the 
British leave Palestine. Otherwise the sit- 


uation will be out of hand before the alter- 


native to Arab-Jewish war has fairly been 
launched. But the British will not carry 
through any scheme single-handed. 


If U. S. Will Pay 


There is only one conceivable condition 
under which the British could be persuaded 
to stay in Palestine and to help carry 
through an agreed Anglo American policy, 
and that is if the Americans were prepared 
to carry at least half the military burden 
and the lion’s share of the economic cost. 


If the British Government knew that 
British forces in Palestine would be rein- 
forced by American troops, that the heavy 
financial burden of restoring internal se- 
curity in Palestine would pass in the main 
to America’s broader shoulders, and that 
America’s full participation would be main- 
tained for as long as Was necessary to rec- 
oncile Jew and Arab to a solution they both 
dislike, it is conceivable that the present 
British policy of withdrawal and “apres 
nous, le deluge” might be reversed. 


To say so much is simply to underline 
the extreme improbability of such a solu- 
tion. In abstract terms, it may be a bet- 
ter solution than any other, But all possi- 
bilities splinter on the single fact that 
America will not send troops to Palestine 
and the British are no longer prepared to 
do so. Since neither Britain nor America 
will enforce a settlement, the Arabs and 
Jows will, by bloody war, enforce their own.

Our failure to guarantee 
the Indonesian Republic its hard-won free- 
dom; our deliberate betrayal, as Payne seed 
it, of the Philippines to its own worst ene- 
mies; our support of the corrupt, blatantly- 
fascistic Kuomintang in China; and our 
help in suppressing the democratic move- 
ments of Burma, Malaya and Indo-China— 
have contributed enormously to the im- 
mense wave of anti-Yankee orientation of 
the Asiatic peoples, ateeped in poverty and 
straining to violence, 

“There is not room enough in the present 
world for colonies,” he writes. He main- 
tains our policies in the Far East, if cone 
tinued, doom our own civilization. He con- 
demns us for dismissing the democratic 
uprisings in Asia as “Communism” since 
only a few of them have any Marxist . 
inspiration. 


Only one of the integrated revolts in 
Asia has a definite political philosophy— 
that of Red China—under which 100,000,000 
Chinese enjoy, Far Eastern experts assure 
us, better political democracy and more 
economic security, than in any colonial or 
“independent” nation in the Orient.

CONCERT OF RODZINSKI 
CHICAGO ORCHESTRA 


Conductor’s First Appearance: 
Here Marked by Sound Tech- 
nique, Deficient Imagination. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 
The Civic Music League closed 
its season iast night at Kiel Audi- 


torlum with a concert by the 
Chicago Symphony Orchestra un- 
der the direction of Artur Rod- 
zinski. It was Dr. Rodzinski's 
first professional visit to St. Louis 
and his last as a musical repre- 
sentative of the Windy City, His 
connection with the orchestra was 
publicly severed some months ago. 

The dominating element of in- 
terest in last night’s concert, how- 
ever, was undoubtedly centered on 
the conductor, His widely publi- 
cized differences with the direct- 
ing boards of both the New York 
Philharmonic and the Chicago or- 
chestras would have made that in- 
evitable even if. his prominence 
in the musical life of the nation 
hadn't already been established by 
his numerous radio concerts. 

As his program was drawn from 
the basic stuff of the repertory, 
his performance could be re- 
garded as typical. As a technician 
he was sound, explicit and au- 
thoritative. As a musician, he of- 
fered a series of solid interpreta- 
tions which—with one exception— 
were somewhat deficient in imagi- 
nation. 

Crudeness of Spirit Noted. 

Dr. Rodzinski and the orchestra 
played as their chief work the 
“Brocia” symphony of Beethoven. 
It was a strong, clear perform- 
ance with a quantity of closely 
worked out and precisely enunci- 
ated detail and plenty of dra- 
matic emphasis. The tempo of 
the Marche Funebre was faster 
than the indication “Adagio As- 
sai” or the gravity of the music 
would justify and the Trio of the 
Scherzo was a shade slower than 
the rest of the movement, pos- 
sibly to accommodate the horns, 

These aberrations, if they can 
be so called, did not affect the 
generally bold impact of the per- 
formance. The frequently coarse 
sound of the orchestra, however, 
and the seeming indifference of 
the conductor to possible delicacy 


of expression made the perform- 
ance cruder, in its spirit, than 
might have been reasonably ex- 
pected. 

The same was true of Richard 
Strauss’s “Till Eulenspiegel,” 
which was dramatic and rather 
elaborately modeled, but which 
was too often insensitive and oc- 


casionally opaque. 
Striking Technical Command, 


The Prelude to Act One of Wag- 
ner’s “Parsifal” had a genuine 
spiritual majesty. Dr. Rodzinski's 
control of this difficult, slow pac- 
ing showed a striking technical 
command. 

He also elicited from the orches- 
tra a powerful performance of 
Bach’s D Minor “Toccata and 
Fugue” in an arrangement by 
Julius Wertheim. The heaviness 
of the scoring for the battery 
spoiled the effect somewhat. 

Throughout the program, the 
orchestra seemed alert and clean 
cut in its responses. The composite 
sound was solid and powerful and 
the strings were brilliant. Not all 
the soloists could be called first 
rate, What was chiefly lacking, 
though, was an inner warmth that 
expresses itself in supple round- 
ness of phrase and in a kind of 
luster that cannot be commanded 
through mere dynamic inflection, 


The capacity audience was very 
cordial to the visitors.

Net income of the Missouri-Kan- 
sas-Texas Railroad Co, for 1947 
was $2,820,325, an increase of 
$1,104,879, or 60 per cent, over the 


$1,715,447 reported for 1946, it was 


shown by the company’s annual 
report released to stockholders to- 
day. 

Gross operating revenues 
amounted to $68,816,972 for last 
year, an increase of $8,083,990 
over revenues for the previous 
year, reflecting, the report said, 
the national upsurge in business 
and rate increases.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 31 
(AP)—The administration which 
came into office in 1940 with the 
downfall of the Tom Pendergast 
political organization retained its 
control yesterday in the Kansas 
City election. 

Mayor William E. Kemp, seek- 

ing his second term as a non- 
partisan Citizens Association can- 
didate, Was re-elected, Of eight 
councilmen elected, six were 
backed by the Citizens Associ- 
ation. The Democratic organiza- 
tion kept the other two council 
sts. 
Complete unofficial returns 
gave Kemp 61,504 votes to 23,622 
for Frank H. Cromwell who was 
nominated as an independent 
write-in candidate.

An account of evidence sub- 
mitted to a general court-martial 
which tried 3L persons for atroci- 
„ties committed in the Buchenwald 
concentration camp in Germany 
was given last night by Brig. Gen. 
Emil C. Kiel, who served as presi- 
dent of the court-martial. Gen.

The ex-pilot, — John J. Deig- 
nan, led a Flying Fortress raid on 
Royan in the Battle of the Bulge. 
Royan stood at the entrance to 
the port of Bordeaux, held by the 
Germans. 

Bombs had to be dropped on the 
village to keep the Nazis from 
moving equipment into Bordeaux. 

Deignan said: 

“Strategically, it was the easiest 
raid we had had, so the boys 
really went at it. The folks down 
below were to us, I guess, like 
characters in a Greek tragedy, We 
didn’t know them, They were 
merely inhabitants of our strate- \ 
gic objective. That’s how war is.” 

Columbia students, many of 
them ex-G.I.s, are working now 
to clothe Royan’s 600 babies and 
its 1193 school children.

Importance 


Of Calcium 
To the Body 
By C. S. Dean, M. D. 


ALCLIUM is one of the miner- 
C als which is 1 to 

the life and well-being of man, 
It is found in all the tissues and 
fluids of the body and vlays a 
very important part in a number 
of the important body functions, 
Some of these functions are for- 
mation of bone, the rhythm of 
the heart, the clotting of blood, 
the production of milk, and proper 
functioning of nerves. 

Space does not permit an at- 
tempt at explanation of some of 
the reactions that calcium is in- 
volved in since they are usually 
quite complicated,

SOME IDEA of this may be 
gained from the knowledge that 
about two per cent of the body 
weight is calclum and almost all 
of it is found in the skeleton, yet 
many of the essential body func- 
tions depend upon its release from 
the bones, 

The average adult requires only 
about one half as much calcium 
in the diet as the growing child. 


“However, during pregnancy the 


requirement for the mother is 
about the same as a growing 
child of 3 to 14 years. The best 
source of calcium is milk, a quart 
of which contains a little more 
than the average daily require- 
ments of a child,

CEREALS and many vegetables 
contain calcium, but a large pro- 
portion of it is in a form which 
is not usable.by the body. All of 
the calcium which is taken into 
the body is not used and some is 
execreted. In growing children 
Vitamin D helps to control the 
balance between what is taken in 
and what is excreted or wasted. 

In children the disease known 
as rickets is not due to a lack of 
calcium, but a lack of vitamin D, 
This essential vitamin regulates 
the use of calcium by the body, 
but cannot produce its full effects 
without the presence of available 
calcium,
